RAISED riCOM THE DEAD. 



Animals Killed and then made 
as Live as ever in Duitvor. 

(Denver News.) 

Mr. James L. Finch gives an ac- 
count of some curious experiments 
which lie and Dr. Arm it age recently 
made secretly in resuscitating animals 
apparently dead. 

The Hrst subject operated upon was 
a medium-sized terrier dog. It was se- 
curely tied and an incision made in an 
artery in its neck, by which the animal 
was bled to death. He certainly passed 
through all the symptoms of dying 
and soon after tho last blood issued 
from the wound his frame became fixed 
and rigid and his eyes showed the sense- 
less glare of death. The room ' was 
kept at a temperature of 70 Fahrenheit 
while the dog lay for three hours dead. 
By this time he bad become very still 
and cold. He was now placed in a 
warm-water bath that was constantly 
maintained at a temperature of 105, 
and was continuity and thoroughly rub 
bed, and as he became pliant his limbs 
were gently worked about and his 
whole body rendered supple. A half- 
pint of hot water was now passed into 
his stomach through a hard rubber tube 
which was forced down hid tusopbagus 
L When this was accomplished the mouth 
of a rubber tube, attached to a bellows, 
was introduced into his windpipe, and 
as the bellows were provided with a 
double valve, by which the air could 
be withdrawn, as well as inhaled, the 
dog's nose was securely fastened. 

A large and powerful Newfoundland 
dog that had been obtained for the 
purpose hud been tied near by and 
was now bled, while thu attending sur- 
geon proceeded to adjust the transfus- 
ing apparatus and began slowly to in- 
ject tho live dog's blood into the dead 
dog. Simultaneously Mr. Armitage be- 
gan slowly working the respiratory bel- 
lows, while I kept rubbing the animal 
and bending his limbs and body to 
facilitate circulation. We could not 
have been more anxious about the is- 
sue of our efforts if they had been made 
upon a human being instead of a dumb 
brute. When a pint of blood had been 
injected, J could see some change about 
the eyes of the dog; but no one spoke. 
One thought was common to all, would 
life come back? Jn a few moments more 
there was certainly a convulsive tremor 
noticeable in the body. Mr. Armitage, 
^ in undisguised excitement, said to the 
surgeon: "Press the blood" In a minute 
or two the dog gasped and soon at- 
tempted to eji'ct the respiratory tube, 
which was accordingly withdrawn. This 
was followed by gasps and a catching 
< of the breath, while the eyes grew 
brighter and more natura. The rub- 
bing and blood injecting were yet ap- 
plied, and the dog was .struggling as if 
in fit. But his efforts soon became less 
less violent and he began a low whine. 
A compress was now placed on the ar- 
tery, and in twenty-two minutes after 
the first blood was injected he sat up, 
after being dead three hours and twen- 
ty minutes. The dog then drank broth 
that had been prepared for him in case 
of his revival, and soon got up and 
walked about. He was furnished a 
comfortable bed near the stove, and 
from this time forward his recovery 
was so rapid that in two days he was 
turned out to run in the streets. He is 
now a rugged character in good health, 
with seemingly no remembrance of his 
i resurrection.

CANADA'S WHITE ELEPHANT. 

The question uppermost in men's minds 
is, "What is tlio government going to do 
with Hiol (" now that tlio arch robol has 
boon caught. It is generally conceded 
that the government are in us bad a fix as 
when ho was nut their prisoner. There 
is no use- shutting one's eyes to the fact 
that in. the province of Quebec sympathy 
for tho half- breech prevails to a large ox- 
tont; indoed, it has openly developed in 
Montreal into thu publication of a news- 
paper, Le Metis (half-breed), and tho re- 
tainment by u, number of young Freneh- 
GanadiaOs of a prominent lawyer in Kiel's 
behalf. Some people advocate the sum- 
mary trial of Kiel by court-martial, while 
others are anxious that ho should hove a 
civil trial. The law bearing upon tho 
case is chapter 14 of the act of 18(57 8. 
Section 2 reads as follows: 

"In wise any parson, being a citizen or 
subject of any foreign state or country at 
peace with Uer Majesty, be or continues 
in arms against Her Majesty within Can- 
ada, or commits any act of hostility there- 
in, or enters Canada with design or in- 
tent to levy war agniust Her Majesty, or 
to commit any felony therein, for which 
any person would, by tho laws in force in 
any province of Canada in which such 
offence is committed, bo liable to sutler 
death, then tho governor may order tlio 
assembling of a militia general court- 
martial for the trial of such person, agree- 
ably to tho militia laws in force in such 
province; and upon being found guilty 
by 3uch court-martial of offending against 
this act, such person shall bo sentenced 
by such court-martial to sutler death, or 

, such other punishment as shall bo awarded 
by the court. " 

As to Kiel being an American citizen, 
there is not the slightest doubt. During 
his fivo yours' banishment from the do- 
minion ho resided chiefly in Montana, 
where ho took tho declaration of alle- 
giance. In the Montana territorial elec- 
tions of tho spring of 1881! he played an 
active part on behalf of the republicans, 
to whose party ho has long been attached. 
Ho got into trouble at this time by in- 
ducing several unqualified half-breeds to 
vote, and as the democrats were about to 
proBocuto him and otherwise make it hot 
for him ho thought it better to clear out 
of the country. Ho returned to his old 

'home at St. Vital, where he was seen on 
several occasions. In the fall of 1881! he 
went up to the Saskatchewan country, 
where ho has been over since getting in 
his work, and with what results we know 
only too well. Tho point as to whether 
he will bo tried by a court martial or 
civil tribunal has been set at rest, Hon. 
Mr. Caron having stated that it would be 
by the civil authorities. Regtua, tho 
capital of the Northwest territories, will 
likely be the place of the trial, and the 
prisoner in now there. What punishment 
will ba awarded him, the next few weeks 
can only toll. Tho people of tho province 
of Ontario, so far as we can gather, to a 
man speak out for capital punishment, 
and if Kiel is allowed to get off as cheap- 
ly this time as he did last, then it will go 
hard with the conservative party at the 
next elections. On the other hand, the 
Frenchmen are to be considered, and it 
will not do to hurt thoir susceptibilities — 
oh! no, It will thus bo seen that tho 
government is in a predicament, from 
which tho exit does not appear clear. 
Kiel is the government's" white olophant." 

BRITISH COLUMBIA LANDS. 



Sir John Macdonald the other day in 
answer to a question put by Mr. Blake, 
referring to claims within the -10 mile 
belt in British Columbia, said the govern- 
ment had received a memorial from the 
squatters on Dominion lauds within the 
tract in question respecting their rights. 
In reply, a copy of the Dominion Lands 
Act has been furnished the memorialists, 
the provisions of which, thuy were in- 
formed insofar as thoy were applicable, 
would be extended to British Columbia. 
Thejjgovernment intended to protect lionet 
fide squatters upon the agricultural lauds 
within what is known as the railway belt 
in British Columbia; surveys of the belt 
were being prosecuted under instructions 
from the department of tho interior, and 
so soon as they were sufficiently advanced 
to permit of claims being adjudicated up- 
on, such claims would be at once disposed 
of. The surveyor general, he further 
stated, was now, and had been for some 
timo, in British Columbia, personally su- 
pervising the prosecution of these surveys. 
The government had no moans of know- 
ing how many people had settled on thu 
unsurveyed lands in the bolt, but there 
was no reason why there should be anx- 
iety or discontent among thu settlors. 
Tho regulations for the survey, adminis- 
tration and disposal of these lands had 
been adopted by the governor in council 
and published in tlio Canada Gazette and 
British Columbia (iazette. Until surveys 
had been made it was out of the power of 
tho government to grant patents to lands, 
but tho Dominion Lands Act and tho rog 
ulations made ample provision for the 
protection of the claims of persons set- 
tling in advance of survey.

Letter from Bishop Cridge on 
the New IScvisiou. 



To the Editor: — Permit mo to offer a 
few remarks on tho revised version of 
tho Old Testament, received to-day from 
Messrs. Hibbon & Co. I confine myself 
to the first three chapters in Genesis. 
The unrivalled elegance and perspicuity 
of this portion of the Bible in the origi- 
nal render it, I think, a very good test of 
tho translators merits. 

In general, my opinion is that this re- 
vision is as satisfactory as that of the Now 
Testamont was irritating and disappoint- 
ing. You could hardly believe it thu 
same company who hove dealt with the 
Old Testament with so wise and toinpor- 
uto a hand that so maimed and disfigured 
tho New. The alterations are leu- com - 
paratively, and, as a rule, are so English 
as to bo honey to the reader instead of 
gall and bitterness. When you read, for 
instance, "When the woman saw that the 
tree was good for food and that it was a 
delight to the eyes," you do not miss the 
old word "pleasant," satisfactory as it 
was. 

On opening the book I turned first, 
and with considerable dread, to the cele- 
brated sentence, "Let there bo light," 
feeling that this would be in some degree 
a key to tho character of tho whole work. 
1 had in my mind some improvements 
which have been mooted. Especially, 
"Let light be,"— strongly suggestive in 
the vernacular of "Let it alone." 1 wan 
comforted to find the old translation in- 
tact in all its sublimity. 

"There was evening and there was 
morning, one day," and so throughout, is 
an improvement; it is, in fact, the literal 
translation. 

"And God made tho two great lights." 
Tho translation of tho article here is most 
important. Its presence in tho original 
makes clear the fact that the lights pre- 
viously existed, though n it till now I'm 
ished . 

"And let fowl Hy." Thu old transla- 
tion suggested, quite unwarrantedly , that 
the waters brought forth the birds. ] re- 
member that something was made of that 
swoot morsel in "Essays aud Reviews." 

"The great sea-monsters" is good 
Chap. 2, 2, "Finished'' is an improvement 
on "Ended." Saying "the man" through- 
out this chapter instead of "Adam" is a 
great improvement and undoubtedly cor- 
rect 

"Ye shall be as God " is a great im- 
provement, tho plural in the old transla - 
tion being unnecessary, and, indeed, an 
anachronism, as well as failing to express 
tho real forcu of the temptation, 

"Cherubim" is better than "choru- 
bims." A similar correction has been 
made in Isai. 6 and elsewhere. Of course 
cherubs and seraphs would have been 
better English, only that the former has 
acquired a somewhat too familiar usage, 
doubtless through the ignorance of re- 
ligious artists. Besides which the Hebrew 
form has acquired a curtain mysterious 
grandeur in our thought which we could 
ill-dispense with. 

There are some alterations which 1 
think are not so good. What is gained 
by ''Let tho earth put forth grass" in 
stoad of "bring forth I" The vernacular 
of our day would be "produce" grass. 
But tho word might -well have been left 
alono. 

"Wherein is the seed thereof" is hardly 
no clear and significant as "whoso send is 
in itself," expressive of the striking fact 
that tho plant contains in itsolf the means 
of its reproduction. 

These, however, are light matters; but 
1 deplore, and must condemn as taking an 
unwarrantable liberty with the text, tho 
translation of oh. ii. 5. The old is literal 
and suggestive of a meaning which is lost 
in thu new; and so fac as any difficulty is 
concerned it remains untouched. Worse 
oven, if possible, is the retention in oh 
ii. :i, of "created and made," and worse 
still tho omission of the correct transla- 
tion which was in the margin — "created 
to make." In more than one place the 
revisers have sadly missed thu discrim- 
inating exactness of the original diction. 

Somo very desirable alterations seem to 
have escaped their notice. 

Why did they not translate literally 
"the heavens and the earth i" Tho plural 
is scientifically correct. Tho stellar uni- 
verse is mi assemblage of heavens, each 
planet having its own heaven, and that 
did'erent from all the rest. 

Why (looking a little beyond these 
chapters) do they retain "mine head," 
"an heavy burden," and "which'' instead 
of "who," while they here very properly 
alter "after his kind" into "its kind." 
This is tho kind of thing that makes one 
angry. Puerilities in grave matters are 
always provoking. 

"Unto you 'it shall be for meat." 
"Food" would surely have been bettor. 

"Tho Lord God formed man," should 
have been "the man." Why did tho re- 
visers omit tho article hero when they 
have so properly retained it elsewhere 
throughout these chapters 1 ft had been 
already stated that God created man; and 
the design in this passage is to show Imw 
the first man, whose history here begins, 
was made. 

It is doubtful whether it was best to 
retain "fowl" and "fish" as nouns of 
multitude. 1 think "birds" and "fishes' 
would have been bettor. But I do not 
quarrel with it. 

1 think the translators missed an excel- 
lent opportunity when they preserved 
intact tho passage, "This is now bone of 
my bone, etc." It is an exceedingly tamo 
rendering of the man's exclamation, winch 
in the original is full of energy anil highly 
expressive. 

In conclusion, sir, speaking simply my 
own mind, tho work is what it professes 
to be, a revision. It is indeed far below 
perfection, but a great improvement. Tho 
revisers are to bo admired for what thoy 
havo done, and still more for what they 
have rofrained from doing.

A MANIAC 'MAKES CllAKGE 
OF A TRAIN. 

Exciting and Deadly Struggle. 

lie is at I-nst Overpowered. 



Chicago, .rune 1. — No, G train, which left 
Kansas City last night, had a mniiinc on 
board who cleared one of the cars and be- 
gan shouting at everybody who came isi 
sight. A posse of police met the train tit 
the station here this evening. People 
bunyiug half way out of tho car windows 
wore seen to gesticulate wildly to tho 
crowd. Before the train had come to a 
standstill a dozen pusseiigurs jumped to tho 
ground and lied, looking back with blanch- 
ed faces. 

Officer Barrett was first to observe the 
lunatic. Barrett was standing near the rear 
of the end of the ■smoking car. The mad- 
man, with leveled revolver, glared at him 
from the front platform of tho chair car, a 
hngth of uno oar distant. Barrett turned 
half round, and stopped instantly, but too 
late. A bull from tho lunatic's revolver 
struck him in the side, aud in live minutes 
he was dead. 

A THIUtlULK FIOIIT. 

After removing their wounded comrade, 
the police began a fusilade through tho 
windows of the smoking car, whero tho 
madman had taken rofugo. After a minute 
or two he plunged on to thu platform, fired 
a couple of shots into tho crowd, leaped 
from the train and dashed down Fourth 
avenue. Officer Laughlin started in hot 
pursuit und nt him the lunatic fired tho last 
shot in bis weapon, but without effect. Tho 
maniac stopped there and waited Laughlhl's 
approach with gleaming eyes and a frothing 
mouth. Thoy clutched, the ofllcur tripped 
bis prisoner and thoy both fell, tho mad- 
man beating Laughlin unmercifully on the 
bead with his revolver. Laughlin was in 
citizen's clothes, and was set upou aud 
terribly pounded by an excited colored man, 
who mistook the officer for the prisoner. 
The rest of the squad arrived shortly, and 
the maniac was secured aad taken first to a 
cell and then to tho hospital to have his 
wounds dressed.

When he realized that further resistance 
was useless, tho prisoner grow calm and 
said, ipute rationally, that ho was 1)3 years 
old, and was onroute to bis homo in Detroit, 
from Denver. 

Trainmen of No. ii toll n thrilling story 
of the trip from Kansas City. When tbo 
man boarded the train at that place ho re- 
marked that people wore after him to lynch 
him, and that if loft alone he would molest 
no one. At El Paso, Illinois, be became 
violent and, with a revolver in his hand, 
ordered the mcu to cease tanking some 
changes in tbo make-up of the train. Tbo 
passengers left the chair car, which tbo 
madman made his headquarters, and wero 
locked into tho others. No one dared to 
approach the lunatic, and after ho had ex- 
changed Several shots with the city marshal 
he ordered the train to proceed, aud from 
there lo Chicago bis will was the only law 
obeyed. 

Since his wounds havo been dressed, 
iteauuio has become somewhat nou-com- 
nitinicative. He Hays be is a French-Can- 
adian by birth and it fresco painter by trade, 
and has a wife and three children at Detroit.

Victory in Spite of General 
[tliddieton. 



A correspondent of the Winnipeg Free 
Press, writing of the final charge at Ba- 
tnucho says: Poor Dick Hardisty was 
dead, and the Ninetieth wore mad, officers 
and men. So wero tho Grenadiers, thu 
Midlands and the Artillery. I don't mean 
tossy they were mutinous, but thoy had 
nearly reached the limit of suffering and 
being strong. The officers wure ovou 
more angered than tho men, since thoy 
knew tho mettle of tho troops, and that 
Gen. Middloton was unjust in saying ho 
dare not trust thorn lo charge. It was 
tacitly agreed among the field officers — at 
least oacli reached the same conclusion— 
that the next opportunity the rebek 
should be charged and driven back, no 
matter what the orders to tho coutrary 
frotn the general commanding should be, 
Howard had bogged to take his Catling 
forward, to take it apart and put if in tho 
church, to do anything and everything, 
in short, to secure u victory; but every 
oiler and suggestion was pooh-poohed or 
laughed at, and Middloton wound up one 
conference by saying: "My dear fellow, 
your gun is like the rest of tho artillery, 
good for moral but not mortal effect."

A Careful and Humane En- 
gineer. 

Yesterday afternoon as tho west-bound 
passenger train was coming into town 
over tlio loan trestle juBt east of town, 
the fireman, looking out of the cab win- 
dow, as the iraiu swept round thu curve, 
was horrified to seo four littlo children 
upou the tiest'e, near the center. Calling 
tho attention of tho engineer, tho engine 
reversed and air brtikes put on and 
and the train brought to a stand when 
within six feet of the little ones, who 
were crouched down in tho contro of the 
track, paralyzed with fear. Throe of tho 
children then stepped off tho track and, 
tho engineer, thinking all wero out of 
danger, started to move aheiul, but im- 
mediately discovered that the youngest 
child, a two-year old babe, son of M!r, 
Geo. Simpson, was still on the track. Ho 
immediately brought the train to a stop, 
so suddenly us to pitch the pasaongeis 
forward in tho coaches, but not until tho 
child had been pushed off the trestle by 
tho pilot, falling to tho ground below, 
a disLanct; of some twelve feet, and 
seriously bruising the right side of tho 
faoo and head, The children wero brought 
to thu depot and wero taken home by Mr. 
Geo. Graves. A doctor was sent for who 
after an examination pronounced that no 
bones wore broken, but was afraid that 
internal injuries had beon sustained and 



the sight of one eyo destroyed. The lour 
children, throe of whom were Mr. Simp- 
son's, had loft home only a short time bo- 
fore to play in the woods east of the house 
and becoming lust, wandered off down the 
track for over , a mile, where the accident 
occurred. It was a narrow escape from a 
frightful death, and tho parents can bo 
thankful that the result was not moro ser- 
ious, for had their discovery been a mo- 
ment later, no effort of man could havo 
aavod them. — Spokane Falls Chronicle.

your good judgment. A3 wo see by the 
latest accounts that tho rebellion proper is 
practically at an end, and knowing in that 
event that even although thoro may bo 
little or no righting, still there is, alas! 
sure to bo a good deal of sickness among 
our volunteers, 1 dare say the soldiers' 
ward in our Winnipeg hospital will be 
well filled during the summer mouths, per- 
haps that would be the best disposition 
for this little offering.

DOilIlftlON LA V OS. 

The Forty-Mile Kelt in British 
Columbia Discussed in 
the Commons. 

On the evening of the 10th May, in tho 
commons, Hon. Edward Blake, in discuss- 
ing the forty-mile belt, Dominion lands, 
in this province, said: 1 wish once again 
to call attention to the fact that the ques- 
tions which I put with reference to tho cor- 
respondence between the Canadian Pacific 
railway and the government, and as to the 
4()-inilo railway belt in British Columbia, 
have not yet been answered. 

Sir John A. Macdonuld -With reference 
to the 10-mile railway belt, I have received 
this memorandum ; 

"The government have received from Mr. 
Pierce S. Hamilton, a well know journalist 
of Nova Scotia, but now, it appears, resid- 
ing in British Columbia, a memorial address 
to his excellency the governor-in-oouucil, 
respecting the claims of squatters within 
the uusurveyed portions of the railway belt 
in British Columbia, Mr. Hamilton, in tho 
memorial in question, represents himself as 
secretary to a meeting held at Port Moody, 
at which the resolutions contained iu the 
memorial wore adopted. In reply, Mr. 
Hamilton was furnished with a copy of 
tho Dominion Lauds Act, tho provisions 
of which, he was informed, in so far as 
thoy are applicable, would be extended 
to British Columbia. lie was further in- 
formed that it was tho intention of tho 
government to protect bona f'ido squatters 
upon agricultural land, within what ia 
known as tho railway belt in British 
Columbia, and that surveys of the belt 
were then, as they aro now, being prose- 
cuted under instruction from the depart- 
ment of tho interior, and so soon as they 
wore sufficiently advanced to permit of 
claims being adjudicated upon, such claims 
would be at once disposed of Tho sur- 
veyor general of Dominion lands is now, 
and has been for some time, in British 
Columbia, personally supervising tho 
prosecution of those surveys. Tho gov- 
ernment havo no means of knowing how 
many people have settled on the uusur- 
veyed lands in the belt, and there is no 
reason why there should he anxiety or 
discontent among these settlers. Tho 
regulations for the survey, administration 
and disposal of these lands havo been 
adopted by the governor in council, and 
published in the Canada Gazette und 
British Columbia Gazette; and, as already 
stated, the- surveys aro now, and wore, 
during tho season of 1884, being vigor- 
ously prosecuted. Until surveys have 
boon mado, it is out of the power of the 
government to grant, patents to lands, but 
the Dominion Lands Act and the regula- 
tions make ample provision for the pro- 
tection of the claims of persons settling 
in advance of survey ."

SHOCKING ACCIDENT 
PORTLAND.

A duly Accidentally Shot in 
Her Bedroom 

While Nursing Her Buoy.

About il o'clock yesterday forenoon 
Mrs. Preston C. Smith, residing at No. 
2111 Eleventh street, was accidentally 
shot and instantly killed. She was sit- 
ting iu a low rocking chair iu her bed- 
room, about midway between the foot of 
her bed and the grate at the other side of 
tho room, with her youngest child, about 
18 months old, on her lap. Her maid, 
Walburg Borg, came into the room and 
began to niako up tho bod. The baby sat 
laughing and crowine in its mother's lap, 
and reaching out its little arms to attract 
tho attention of "Wally," as tho girl is 
called. She stopped to notice the httlo 
one and whistled to it, and tho mother 
was trying to get it to imitate the whistle. 
This pretty playing wont on for a few 
moments and Mrs. Smith was preparing 
to nurse tho child when "Wally" took up 
a pistol, which is always kept under the 
pillow of the bed, and started to place it 
on the mantel over tho grate where it 
would bo safe while she mado the bed. In 
passing tho foot of the bed tho pistol ac- 
cidentally struck against tho foot rail of 
the bedstead and was discharged, the bul- 
let passing through her left hand and en- 
tering Mrs. Smith's head just back of 
and a little below her ear. Her head fell 
hack on tho back of her chair and the 
girl supposing sho had fainted ran down 
to the kitchen and told the cook to send 
for a doctor and taking a glass of water 
ran back up to assist her mistress. As 
soon as she entered the room sho saw that 
Mrs. Smith was dead, the child still 
claspod to her breast. A physician wus 
summoned, and tho house was soon 
thronged with sad and horror-stricken 
friends, but naught could be done except 
to grieve and to prepare tho body for bur- 
ial. 

The unfortunate girl who his been the 
innocent cause of the sad accident was al 
most frantic with grief, and apparently 
unmindful of the painful wound in her 
hand was moaning and crying as if her 
heart would break. Sho could not ex- 
plain just how sho was standing when the 
pistol wont off Shu could only repeat : 
"We wero playing with the baby and I 
was whistling to it and its mother was 
trying to get it to whistle, when the pistol 
struck against tho bedstead," and then 
her tears would break out afresh. Mrs. 
Smith's eldest child, a boy about -1 years 
old, startled by the pistol shot, came into 
tho room and pulled at his mother's dress 
trying to get her to speak to him, but in 
vain. 

The pistol, which is a 32-caliber revol- 
ver, has boon kept under the pillow every 
night since the late series of burglaries 
around town was commenced, and the 
girl has always taken it out and placed it 
on tho mantel while making the bed, and 
so had become used to handling it. 

Mr. Smith was away from home at the 
timo, having started at 9 o'clock to drive 
down to his farm on Sauvie's island. A 
messenger was at once dispatched to car - 
ry the sad news to him. He is a son of 
the lite Joaeph S. Smith. Mrs. Smith 
was a native of Huntsville, Alabama, 
whore she wus married to Mr. Smith some 
five or six years ago. Her maiden name 
was Jessie Williamson. The news of the 
sad event spread rapidly, and the peculiar- 
ly distressing circumstances filled all who 
heard it with sorrow.

INDIA. 

A Terrible earthquake iuCii»h- 
mere. 

Loxdon Juno 2. — Dispatches from 
Bombay state that tho news has just 
reached there of a disastrous earthquake 
in the Cashmere country of India. Seri- 
ous shocks began on Sunday, and have 
continued at intervals of ten minutes over 
since. The shocks were very suvoro at 
Serenaguire, the capital of Cashmere. Tho 
barracks, iu which several hundreds of 
soldiers were quartered, wero completely 
destroyed, Collapsing so Suddenly th t 
nearly half of them wero imprisoned in 
the debris. Fifty are known to be killed, 
while fully 100 aro more or less injured. 
A portion of the city has boon demolished 
while several of the remaining buildings 
escaped injury havo large rents mado 
in them. The people became panic- 
stricken shortly after' the disturbances 
began, and lied from the city to take 
refuge in boats and tents in upon fields. 
The total number of killed and wounded 
is not yet known, nor tho full extent of 
the damage done, owing to tho interrup- 
tion to tho working of the telegraph wires. 
It is feared tho Iosb of life is heavy, as 
the latest information from there calls for 
help, saying hundreds of animals had 
been killed and that the distress among 
the people is very great.

NO. H6--A BY-LAW. 



Respecting the Fire Limits, Wooden , 
Buildings, and the Storage of hay 
and Straw. 

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
ing By- Laws be it enacted by the 
Mayor and Council of the Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria as follows: 

1. Section 2 of "The By-Law for Pro- 
hibiting thu Erection of Wooden Build- 
ings, 1870, Amendment By-Law 1883" is 
heroby ropoaled, and in lieu thereof tho 
following substituted : 

"2. That portion of the City of Vic- 
toria which is contained within tho limits 
hereinafter described, namely — commenc- 
ing at tho northwest corner of lot 127, 
thonco running easterly along tho north- 
ern boundary of tho said lot to Storo 
street, thence easterly across Storo street 
in a straight line to tho centre of Fis- 
gard street, thence easterly along the 
contro of Fisgard street to tho centre of 
Douglas struot, thonco southerly alotig tho 
contro of Douglas street to the contro of 
Courtenay street, thence along tho contro 
of Courtenay street to the northeast cor- 
ner lot 8, thence along tho northern boun- 
dary of lot 8 to tho ahore of Victoria Har- 
bor, thence along the shore lino of Vic- 
toria Harbor to the point of commence- 
ment, — is hereby declared to be within 
tho Fire Limits of the suid city." 

2. No addition to or alteration of any 
wooden building within the said tire lim- 
its shall bo made. 

3. No building other than with main 
walls of brick, iron or atone, and roofing 
of incombustible material, shall be orected 
or placed within the said lire limits. 

4. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor and 
Council of the said city to authorize by 
resolution any otlicer therein named to 
pull down or remove any building which 
shall have been constructed^ placed in 
contravention of this Bylaw; and all ex- 
penses reasonably incurred in pulling 
down or removing any such building shall 
bo repaid by the owner or owners there- 
of to the treasurer of the said Corporation, 
and shall be recoverable with costs in a 
summary manner before tho Police Mag- 
istrate or any other Justice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within thu Baid city. 

5. In this Bylaw the word "building" 
shall not apply to any shed within thu 
curtilage of another building and used 
exclusively for tho storage of fuel for con- 
sumption in such other building, such 
shud not exceeding ten fuet by twelvo 
feet in superficial linear measure and ten 
feet in height, nor shall it apply to any 
shed ereoted or to be erected wholly on or 
over the woodoai piles of a wharf on the 
water front; but no shed shall hereafter 
be erected on any wharf within tho said 
fire limits other than with roofing of in- 
combustible material. 

0. The quantity of hay or straw or hay 
and straw permitted to bo stored or kept 
for sale or use in any building within tho 
fire limits shall not oxcued tho following, 
namely : 

For every Livery or Hack Stablo, 15 
tons. 

For storage or sale, 15 tons. 
For private consumption, 2 tons. 

7. Every Bylaw or portion of a Bylaw 
which is inconsistent with any provision 
of this Bylaw is hereby repealed. 

8. This Bylaw may bo cited as tho 
"Fire Limits and Wooden Building By- 
Law, 1885."

son to whom such permission shall have 
been granted who shall fail to complete 
the removal therein sanctioned within tho 
time therein limited therefor shall forfeit 
and pay to the Treasurer of tho said Cor- 
poration the sum of 810 for each and 
ovory day or portion of a day that ho shall 
be in default in tho premises, and in 
every such case it shall bo lawful for the 
Mayor or a majority of the Street Com- 
mittee of the Council of tho said City to 
cause tho building to be removed from 
any street or public, thoroughfare and all 
coata and expenses attending such removal 
shall be repaid by the owner or owners of 
such building to tho Treasurer of the said 
Corporation, and shall be recoverable 
with costs in like manner as any penalty 
incurred for the broach of a By-Law. 

5. This By-Law may bo cited as "The 
Buildings Removal Amendment By-Law, 
1885."
